New  execs  step  into 
official  shoes  today 


A new  Executive  Council  will  take  the 
helm  today  as  ten  student  officers 
officially  begin  their  terms. 

The  group  includes  Bill  Fillmore  and 
Jeff  Boswell  as  the  presidential  duo,  John 
Baird,  who  will  direct  the  Academics 
Office,  Des  Wilson  moving  into  the 
Culture  slot,  Anthony  Antonelli  taking 
over  the  Social  Office,  Dave  Fisher  who 
will  direct  financial  accounts,  Mike 
Stevens  to  head  the  Organizations  effort, 
Craig  Griffeth  to  take  over  the  Office  of 
Student  Community  Service  for  its 
second  year  of  operation,  Randy  Smith 
to  direct  Athletics  and  Kathy  Christensen 
to  lead  the  Women’s  Office. 

THE  GROUP  will  get  down  to  official 
business  early  with  a 7 a.m.  Council 
meeting  scheduled  for  Thursday. 
Prominent  on  the  first  agenda  will  be  a 
by-law  proposal  submitted  by  Mike 
Stevens  concerning  the  judicial  power 
held  by  the  Campus  Activities  Board 
(CAB).  “The  court  as  it  now  stands  is 


composed  of  three  members  of  the  CAB, 
one  adviser,  the  Organizations 
Vice-president  and  Lyle  Curtis  of  the 
ELWC  Business  Office,”  explained 
Stevens.  The  group  meets  only  to  handle 
disciplinary  action  concerning  clubs. 
“Steve  Killpack  (outgoing  Organizations 
Vice-president)  found  that  nothing  was 
done.  They  were  not  fulfilling  their 
calling,”  said  Stevens,  “not  that  there 
were  that  many  violations  to  handle.  The 
clubs  have  been  really  good,”  he  added. 
‘‘But  I feel  they  would  get  better 
attention  if  the  court  was  composed  of 
the  Vice-president,  an  adviser  and 
Curtis,”  he  said.  The  by-law  will  attempt 
such  a change. 

CLUB  presidents  will  meet  Thursday  at 
7 p.m.  in  170  JKB  with  Dean  of  Student 
Life,  J.  Elliot  Cameron.  “He  will  explain 
to  them  their  situation  in  the  future  in 
relation  to  the  university,”  said  Stevens. 
“There  has  been  a lot  of  rumor  since 
President  Oaks  came  as  to  the  status  of 


FBI  chief 


dead  at  77 


J.  Edgar  Hoover,  a legendary  figure 
as  the  first  and  only  director  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  for 
nearly  a half-century,  died  early 
yesterday  at  the  age  of  77. 

According  to  United  Press 
International,  his  body  was  found 
lying  beside  his  bed.  Hoover,  one  of 
the  most  controversial,  most  feared, 
most  admired— one  of  the  most 
powerful  men  in  the  United  States, 
died  of  “hypertensive  cardiovascular 
disease”  or  high  blood  pressure, 
frequently  associated  with  hardening 
of  the  arteries. 

With  a near  clean  health  slate  the 
ruddy,  bulldog-faced  Hoover,  after  his 
1970  physical  checkup,  boasted  he 
was  “in  better  shape  than  I was  in 
1938.” 

Now  for  the  first  time  the  .FBI  is 
without  a director. 

“I  consider  this  a very  critical 
moment  in  the  history  of  the  FBI,” 
remarked  W.  Cleon  Skousen,  a BYU 
religion  faculty  member  and  long-time 
associate  of  the  deceased  FBI  chief. 
“The  appointment  of  the  new  director 
after  all  these  years  is  going  to  indicate 
whether  or  not  it  will  become  a 
political  football  or  whether  it  will 
continue  to  be  an  organization  of 
integrity  and  trust.” 

Skousen,  who  spent  16  years  in  the 
FBI  hierarchy  with  Hoover,  claimed 
that  “the  American  people  are  going 
to  demand  that  he  be  replaced  by 
someone  with  equal  integrity  and 
trust.

Housing  standards  not 
‘relaxed’,  says  Lewis 


BYU  housing  standards  for  single  men 
and  women  have  not  been  relaxed, 
Executive  Vice-President  Ben  E.  Lewis 
said  yesterday  in  a statement  intended  to 
clarify  housing  policies. 

“Accepted  standards  at  Brigham  Young 
University  do  not  allow  single  men  and 
women  students  to  be  occupants  of  the 
same  apartment  house,”  Lewis 
emphasized. 

In  support  of  his  statement  he  cited  the 
University’s  long-standing  policy  winch  is 
applied  where  a residence  facility  is  being 
examined  for  University  approval: 

“Where  apartment  house  developments 
are  composed  of  several  separate 
buildings,  students  of  the  opposite  sex 
may  reside  in  the  same  housing  area,  but 
not  in  the  same  building.  Building 
developments  that  have  two  or  more 
separate  buildings  connected  by  a covered 
walkway  will  not  be  interpreted  as  one 
building,  and  will  qualify  for  single 
students  of  the  opposite  sex.  Single  men 
and  women  students  cannot  be  occupants 
of  the  same  house.” 

LEWIS  stated  that  the  University  is 
seeking  the  cooperation  of  off-campus 
landlords  in  the  construction  of 
appropriate  stairways,  barriers,  or  other 
physical  separations  to  stress  the 
separateness  of  the  living  arrangements 
for  single  men  and  women. 

“Naturally,  a successful  program  calls 
for  the  cooperation  also  of  Church 
leaders,  elected  student  officers  and  ward 
family  groups,”  he  commented. 

Lewis  explained  that  landlords  must  , 
submit  in  writing  to  the  Housing  Office 
any  request  for  housing  single  men  and 
single  women  students  in  the  same 
complex  areas.  Approval  is  granted  only 
after  inspection  for  compliance  with 
physical  regulations,  meeting  of  all 
building  codes  of  the  city  and  county, 
student  occupancy  specifications,  and 


Church  and  University  standards. 

Seeking  the  cooperation  of  the 
landlords,  the  University  provides  them 
with  handbooks,  pamphlets,  and 
information  to  keep  them  advised  on 
housing  policies,  Lewis  explained.  The 
University  makes  suggestions  to  the 
landlords  on  the  placement  of  managers’ 
apartments;  University  housing  personnel 
visit  the  apartment  buildings  regularly 
and  ask  the  managers  to  make  periodic 
checks  of  apartments;  the  landlord  is 
encouraged  to  meet  regularly  with  ward 
bishoprics  and  other  ward  leaders  in  order 
to  understand  and  make  effective  the 
student  family  units  set  up  under  ward 
programs. 

“The  landlords  of  the  area  have  given 
support  to  housing  standards  as  set  by  the 
University,  and  have  encouraged  students 
to  conduct  themselves  in  their  housing 
relationships  in  keeping  with  the  high 
personal  standards  expected  of  all 
students  at  the  University,”  he  said. 

Get  their  goat 

Freshmen  Bruce  Rader  and  Weston 
Taylor  claim  they  got  their  goat 
yesterday.

Hoover  was  born  Jan.  1,  1895, 
in  Washington  D.C.  He  was  reared 
as  a pup,  according  to  all 
accounts,  by  his  mother  who 
ruled  the  household  with  an  iron 
hand. 

The  jut-jawed  FBI  head,  a 
native  of  Washington  and  a 
lifelong  bachelor,  graduated  from 
George  Washington  University 
with  a law  degree.  He  joined  the 
Justice  Department  in  1917  as  a 
$900-a-year  law  clerk  and  became 
assistant  director  of  the 
s ca n d a 1 -r  i d d e n Bureau  of 
Investigation  four  years  later.

The  bulldog’s  snarl  is  stilled. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover  was  the 
nation’s  No.  1 policeman  for 
nearly  half  a century -a  longer  run 
with  greater  power  than  anyone  in 
American  history  has  ever 
enjoyed. 

He  has  in  those  years  become  a 
living  legend:  the  nemesis  of  John 
Dil linger  and  Alvin  Karpis  and 
Machine  Gun  Kelly,  the  scourge 
of  Nazi  saboteurs  and  Communist 
spies,  the  incorruptible  keeper  of 
the  faith  -and  the  files— against 
enemies  seen  and  unseen. 


Things  are  happening  in 
Provo. 

In  addition  to  the  regular 
“news”  that  happens  in 
cities  — crime , accidents  and 
municipal  problems— good 
thines  are  happening,  too. 

And  BYU  is  part  of  the 
news.  From  the  latest  Cannon 
Center  experiment  to  the  crisis 
of  students  who  ride  one  floor 
down  on  the  elevators,  things 
are  happening  that  interest 
some  25,000  students  on 
campus. 

But  there  aren’t  enough 
Universe  reporters  to  be 


In  1924  he  became  director  of 
that  Bureau’s  successor,  the  FBI, 
with  orders  from  Attorney 
General  Harlan  Fiske  Stone  to 
clean  out  the  “political  hacks.” 
Hoover  did  so,  making  the  FBI  a 
paragon  of  the  virtues  inscribed 
on  its  official  blue  and  gold  seal: 
‘‘Fidelity,  Bravery,  Integrity.” 
Today,  with  8,600  agents,  and 
19,000  employees,  it  is  one  of  the 
most  widely  respected  law 
enforcement  agencies  in  the 
world. 

Hoover  pioneered  the  FBI 
national  academy  to  train 
policemen  in  modern  techniques. 
He  also  fostered  thy  uniform 


everywhere  at  one.  A lot  of  the 
news  that  happens  doesn’t  get 
printed,  simplv  because  the 
Universe  hasn’t  heard  about  it. 

Students  who  have  been 
getting  their  information  from 
the  Universe  can  now  feed 
news  back  to  the  staff  for 
publication.

He  first  achieved  his  bulldog 
reputation  during  the  1930’s, 
when  he  and  the  FBI  won 
headlines-and  the  unalloyed  hero 
worship  of  a generation  of 
American  youth  in  its  battle 
against  such  gangsters  as  John 
Dillinger,  “Pretty  Boy”  Floyd, 
“Baby  Face”  Nelson,  Ma  and  Fred 
Barker  and  Alvin  “Old  Creepy” 
Karpis,  whom  Hoover  personally 
arrested  at  gunpoint  in  New 
Orleans  in  1936. 

With  the  outbreak  of  World  War 
II,  Hoover  organized  against  the 
threat  of  Nazi  espionage  and 
subversion  and  vacuumed  under 
many  a carpet.  After  the  war,  he 
focused  on  Communist 
subversion— which  he  fought  to 
the  end. 

Because  of  his  personal  prestige, 
Hoover  had  remained  in  his  post 
beyond  the  mandatory  retirement 
of  age  70  at  the  personal  decision 
of  Nixon  and  his  predecessor, 
Lyndon  B.  JohnsorT.  This  was 
despite  mounting  criticism  that 
surrounded  the  agency. 

According  to  press  accounts,  it 
seems  unlikely  that  Nixon  would 
have  retired  him  during  his  term. 
One  Nixon  aide  said  this  was 
because  Nixon’s  relationship  with 
Hoover  dated  back  to  his  House 
days  and  the  Alger  Hiss 


Who  knows  news-you 
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investigation,  which  first  gave  rise 
to  Nixon’s  prominence. 

Toward  the  end,  it  was  largely 
Hoover’s  hot  temper  that  lost  for 
him  the  respect  of  the  nation.  In 
1964,  he  called  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.,  “the  most 
notorious  liar  in  the  country”  and 
said  he  was  “the  last  one  in  the 
world  who  should  ever  have 
received”  the  Nobel  peace  prize. 

In  another  instance,  after 
former  Attorney  General  Ramsey 
Clark  criticized  him  for  a 
“self-centered  concern  for  his  own 
reputation”  in  running  the  FBI, 
Hoover  responded  by  calling  Clark 
“a  jellyfish.  . . .a  softie”  and  the 
worst  of  the  16  attorney  generals 
he  had  sefved. 

At  one  point,  leading 
Democratic  presidential  aspirants 
called  for  his  replacement.  House 
Democratic  Leader  Hale  Boggs 
charged  on  the  House  floor  that 
the  FBI  had  tapped  congressmen’s 
telephones  and  were  “adopting 
the  tactics  of  the  Soviet  Union 
and  Hitler’s  gestapo.” 

Hoover  persisted  and  remained 
in  office.  However,  controversy 
continued  to  dog  him  until  his

death.  Only  on  Monday, 
syndicated  columnist  Jack 
Anderson  testified  in  the  House 
that  Hoover’s  FBI  furnished 
President  Johnson  with  memos 
for  “bedtime  reading”  about  the 
sex  lives,  drinking  habits  and 
personal  affairs  of  prominent 
public  figures. 

Cleon  Skousen,  BYU  professor 
and  longtime  associate  of  Hoover, 
said  of  his  death,  “That’s  kind  of 
the  way  he  wanted  to  go-in  the 
harness.” 
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Future  shock,  my  alligator 
shoes.

Not  only  are  there  bountiful  banal 
books  and  multitudinous  maudlin 
movies  about  the  subject,  but 
we’re  buying  those  books  and 
seeing  those  movies.  It’s  not  so 
much  that  we’re  being  taken  by  it. 
We’re  taking  it  in. 

We’re  allowing  today’s 
millionaire  mod  prophets  to 
perpetuate  old  romantic  myths 
that  dictate  the  meaning  and 
greening  and,  worse  yet,  how  we 
can  find  Love. 

In  order  to  find  The  Meaning  of 
Love,  you  have  to  play  hockey  at 
Yale,  break  away  from  your  rich 
father  and  find  a girlfriend  who 
has  leukemia. 

You’ll  find  it  if  you  get  rid  of 
your  bad  breath,  or  the  frizzies,  or 
psoriasis  or  your  mild  case  of 
terminal  acne. 

You’ll  find  it  if  you  buy  the 
world  a Coke. 

You’ll  find  it  if  you  live 
alone-alone-alone  with  a cat 
named  Sloopy. 

"LOVE  IS  UNIVERSAL  and 
love  is  an  easy  thing  to 
merchandise,”  chimes  Warner 
Pagliara,  Director  of 
Merchandising  for  Paramount 
Records. 

He  should  know.  I remember 
the  days  when  “yummy  yummy” 
love  was  in  my  tummy-when  the 
record  industry  was  pushing 
plastic  love  and  selling  it  like  so 
much  cattle  at  an  auction.  After 
capitalizing  on  the  love  that  made 
everyone  happy  together,  the 


public  clamored  for  more 
Meaning. 

So,  they  bought  and  sold  the 
Concerned  Individuals.  Now, 
sunny  sky  hasn’t  a friend  and  it’s 
far  too  late,  baby,  to  find  it  one 
because  we’re  too  busy  looking 
back  at  all  the  good  times  we  had 
and  the  loneliness  ahead. 

Cardboard  Love  is 
e n v e 1 o p ing  — rather  than 
developing  — us.  In  poetry,  in 
movies,  on  television,  in  alleged 
literature.

Or  there’s  Peter  McWilliams, 
who  has  written  a slew  of 
dilettante  ditties  in  a number  of 
books,  one  of  which  is  entitled, 
The  Hard  Stuff:  Love.  It  contains 
such  hard  stuff  as: 

first 

I lived  for  love, 
then 

I lived  in  love, 
then 

I lived  love, 
now,  with  you 

I just 
love! 

Two  dollars  please. 

But  their  books  read  like 
Walgreen  greeting  cards  compared 
to  the  works  of  the  fathers  of 
them  all:  Erich  Segal  and  Rod 
McKuen. 

Love  Story:  about  a male 
student  who  plays  hockey  instead

of  hookey  and  a coed  who  gets 
married  and  then  buried.  $5.95  in 
hard-back,  95  cents  in  paperback. 

Segal,  the  facile  author  of  Love 
Story  has  grossed— and  I mean 
grossed— millions  of  dollars  from 
his  book  and  script  and  has  only 
regretted  he  can  no  longer  teach 
at  Yale.  Formerly,  while  he  still 
had  his  professorship,  he  courted 
only  the  muse  of  money.  Now 
that  he  has  lost  that,  he  is 
claiming  legitimacy  and  saying  his 
insipid  piece  is  a sign  of  the  times 
and  a movement  back  to  old 
romantic  values. 

Bunk. 

THEN  THERE'S  Maestro 
McKuen:  “If  they  could  overlook 
my  acne/and  the  inch  I lacked/to 
carry  them  to  heaven, /I  too  could 
deal  in  charity.”  $4.50  please. 

“Rod  puts  into  words  all  the 
things  I feel,”  said  one  girl  I know 
who  doesn’t  even  have  acne.  So 
she,  like  millions  of  others,  will 
buy  Rod  reciting  his  poetry, 
Rod’s  music,  Rod  singing  Rod’s 
lyrics  to  Rod’s  music,  or  Rod’s 
friends  singing  Rod’s  songs  and 
tell  the  recipient  that  Rod  says  it 
all  for  her.  This  Roddy-made 
pre-packaged  love  is  making  mutes 
of  us  all.  Kine  of  like  not  sparing 
Rod  and  spoiling  all  the  children. 

Both  McKuen  and  Segal  make 
no  demands.  People  who 
ordinarily  read  scarcely  at  all  can 
fall  in  and  out  of  their  stuff  with 
no  damage  done  and  nothing 
taken  away.  Ask  no  questions  and 
you’ll  be  told  no  truth. 

A quick  sample  of  Mercantile 
McKuen:  “The  lone$ome  choo 
choo  of  my  wind/i$  warmJike 


drippy  treacle/on  the  wind  Swept 
beach.) 

For  the  most  part,  McKuen’s 
poetry  has  a look  of  rather 
deliberate  spontaneity  — 
“spontanuity”  as  Sam  Goldwyn 
would  say.  And  the  best  of  his 
poetry  skips  prettily  like  a flat 
stone  across  a sea  of  poetical 
cliches.  It’s  true  that  Plato  said 
“At  a touch  of  love  everyone 
becomes  a poet”  but  not 
everybody  goes  into  print. 

Y es,  as  this  $3  million-a-year 
man  would  say,  there’s  money  in 
art  if  you  can  find  the  handle. 
McKuen  has  found  it,  all  right. 
With  an  electric  motor. 

WHICH  ISN’T  all  that  bad  if  it 
weren’t  for  the  manipulation 
involved.  Segal  and  McKuen  deal 
in  a greeting  card  kitsch  on  a 
much  different  level  than  others. 
They  convince  us  that  love  is  easy. 
Their  works  read  quickly,  and  are 
cried  and  sighed  over  quickly. 
They  lead  us  into  a fantasy  world, 
where  life  is  a love  story,  where 
loneliness  is  a national  pasttime, 
exceeded  only  by  leukemia  and 
acne.  And  they  weep  nostalgically 
all  the  way  through  the  bunk  to 
the  bank  or  broker’s. 
Worse  — there’s  no  sign  of  a 
withdrawal  slip  in  the  future. 

So  what  does  it  all  mean?  The 
answer  is  probably  best  put  in  one 
of  McKuen’s  own  poems:  “If  you 
had  listened  hard  enough/you 
might  have  heard/ what  I meant  to 
say:  Nothing.” 

But  whatever  they  meant  to 
say,  they  say  it  over  and  over  and 
over  again. 

Therefore,  maybe  love  means 
you  never  have  to  say  anything.

Meating  the  consumers’  problems

Meat:  America’s  most  popular 
source  of  protein.  As  the  ad  says, 
everybody  needs  it.  Yet  the  meat 
content  in  the  average  student 
diet  is  going  steadily  down. 

It  doesn’t  need  to  be  that  way. 
The  student  shopper  and/or 
housewife  can  still  find  bargains  in 
her  local  meat  department  if  she  is 
willing  to  look  for  them.  Creative 
cooking  is  the  key. 

Take  lamb,  for  example.  The 
average  shopper  is  a 
b e e f - a nd -p ot at  oe  s lady, 
supplementing  with  a little  pork 
and  an  occasional  chicken.  She 
shuns  lamb  because,  as  everyone 
knows,  it  is  expensive. 

But  lamb  neck,  specifically  set 
aside  as  stew  meat,  is  really  quite 
inexpensive.  The  bones  flavor  a 
delicious  broth  and  there’s  a 
surprising  amount  of  real  meat 
there,  too. 

Onion,  carrots  and  potatoes, 
celery  and  spice  may  be  added  to 
the  broth  to  make  a succulent 
lamb  stew. 

What  about  fish?  Also  an 
expensive  item  in  this  area,  some 
types  may  be  purchased  quite 
inexpensively  and  prepared  in 
gourmet  style.  The  turbot  is  an 
example. 

A large  brown  flatfish  of 
European  stock,  the  turbot  is  a 
perfectly  acceptable  food  fish 
whose  flesh  is  highly  esteemed  on 
the  continent. 

Its  popularity  in  America, 
however,  has  never  come  up  to 
that  of  its  ocean-going  relatives. 
This  may  account  for  its  low  cost. 
The  following  recipe  will  serve  it 
up  in  grand  fashion : 

CREAMED  FILLETS 

Vi  lb.  turbot  fillets,  parboiled 
2 tbsp.  margarine 
2 tbsp.  flo»r 

1 small  yellow  onion,  diced 
1 can  cream  of  cheddar  soup 
1 small  can  peas 


1.  Separate  th«*  fish  into  small  pieces. 

2.  Melt  the  margarine  and  brown 
onion.  Stir  in  flour  and  add  water  or 
milk  to  make  white  sauce.  Season  to 
taste. 

3.  Add  Vi  to  1 can  of  chuddar  soun. 
Stir  in  fish  and  p“as.  Simmer  5 to  10 
minutes. 

4.  Serve  hot  over  natural  brown  rice. 

Liver  is  another  high  source  of 
protein  that  is  also  maligned,  not 
for  its  cost  but  for  its  flavor.  That 
flavor  may  be  disguished  in  a 
variety  of  interesting  ways, 
allowing  the  shopner  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  low  cost  factor.

The  bitter  flavor  sometimes 
associated  with  liver  can  be 
removed  by  parboiling.  The  liver 
is  first  cut  into  small  pieces  or 
strips  and  is  then  placed  in  boiling 
water  till  the  dark  red  color  gives 
way  to  a light  gray-brown. 

Adding  a tablespoon  of  sugar  to 
the  water  can  help.  After  the  liver 
is  prepared  in  this  manner  it  is 
ready  for  one  of  the  following 
recipes:

Vi  lb.  baby  beef  liver,  parboiled 
Vi  cup  margarin** 

1 large  yellow  onion,  sliced 

2 tbsp.  flour 

1 can  onion  with  beef  broth  soup 

1.  Season  parboiled  liver  with  salt  and 
pepper  and  dip  in  flo'*r  till  thoroughly 
coated. 

2.  Melt  margarine  in  fry  pan.  Brown 
liver  and  onions  senarately,  removine 
each  when  thoroughly  browned. 

3.  Stir  in  flour  and  add  salt  and  pepner 
and  water  or  milk  to  make  gravy. 

4.  Stir  in  onion  soup  till  thoroughly 
mixed.  Add  browned  liver  and  onion 
slices.  Simmer  till  done,  about  20 
minutes. 


This  recipe  adds  the  flavors  of 
beef  broth  and  onion  to  hide  the 
chalky  liver  flavor.  The  following 
recipe  disguises  it  in  another  way. 

BEEFY  RICE 

Vi  lb.  ground  beef  liver 
Vi  lb.  ground  beef 
Vi  cup  margarine 
2 cups  cooked  rice 
V4  cup  diced  green  onion 
V*  cup  diced  green  pepper 
2 tbsp.  chonped  pimiento 

1.  Brown  liver  and  beef  together. 

2.  Melt  margarine. 

3.  Stir  all  ingredients  together.  Season 
with  salt  and  pepper  to  taste.  Chili 
powder  may  be  added.  Serve  hot.

Humphrey  early  leader 

Alabama  Gov.  George  C.  Wallace  narrowly  lost  to  Sen.  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  yesterday  in  Indiana’s  presidential  preference  primary, 
making  his  strongest  showing  this  year  in  a Northern  state. 

With  more  than  a quarter  of  the  votes  counted,  Humphrey  gamed  47 
per  cent  to  Wallace’s  close  41 . Sen.  Edmund  S.  Muskie  scored  far  better 
than  expected  with  12  per  cent  of  the  votes. 

Humphrey  was  also  leading  in  Ohio’s  primary,  but  a voting  machine 
problem  caused  slovy  counting  of  the  vote  as  polls  remained  open  until 
almost  midnight. 

Washington  D.C.  held  its  primary  yesterday,  but  none  of  the  major 
candidates  were  entered. 

Communists  push  south 

Scores  of  North  Vietnamese  tanks  and  hundreds  of  troops  smashed 
through  South  Vietnam’s  new  northern  defense  line  yesterday  on  their 
way  toward  Hue  after  having  gained  control  of  the  entire  northern  30 
miles  of  South  Vietnam. 

Inside  Hue,  South  Vietnam’s  third -largest  city,  the  situation  was 
described  as  “a  mad-house”  of  refugees  as  reports  came  in  of 
Communist  offensives  pushing  toward  the  city  from  two  bases,  one  20 
miles  away  and  the  other  a mere  12. 

FTC  warns  computer  schools 

Warning  that  it  may  require  tuition  refunds,  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  yesterday  charged  three  large  computer  school  chains  with 
attracting  students  through  false  claims  of  lucrative  job  opportunities. 

The  Commission  said  that  less  than  half  of  the  graduates  are  able  to 
receive  computer  jobs  after  an  outlay  of  $1,000  to  $2,500  for 
computer  programming  training. 

Named  as  offenders  in  the  complaint  were  Control  Data  Corp.,  Lear 
Siegler,  Inc.  and  Electronic  Computer  Programming  Institute. 

The  FTC  said  that  students  had  paid  “substantial  sums  of  money  to 
purchase  courses  of  instruction  whose  value  ...  for  future  employment 
was  virtually  worthless.” 

People  have  a right  to  know 

Columnist  Jack  Anderson,  the  winner  of  one  of  the  1972  Pulitzer 
Prizes,  said  his  selection  is  an  important  recognition  of  the  people’s 
right  to  know  what  takes  place  in  the  secret  councils  of  government. 

Anderson,  a former  reporter  for  both  the  Deseret  News  and  the  Salt 
Lake  Tribune,  received  his  prize  in  the  national  reporting  category  for 
the  publishing  of  accounts  of  secret  meetings  in  which  the  Nixon 
administration  had  shown  that  it  had  been  in  favor  of  Pakistan  during 
the  Indo-Pakistani  War. 

Eleven  Pulitzer  Prizes  were  given  in  journalism,  five  in  letters,  and  one 
in  music.

Immediately  your  eyes 
skimmed  over  the  roster  of  BYU 
catchers,  infielders  and 
outfielders.

STRANGE  as  it  may  seem,  the 
coach  was  right  on  all  co'unts  in 
referring  to  his  ace  pitchers,  Jeff 
Dusek  and  Mike  Pfitzer.  Not  only 
have  they  posted  nearly  half  of 
the  Cougars’  23  wins,  but  they 
have  also  been  steady  in  the  field 
and  dangerous  at  the  plate. 

Dusek,  a senior  from  San 
Clemente,  Calif.,  has  a glittering 
5-2.  record  for  the  Cats  this  year 

Volley  cats  to 
national  test 

The  United  States  Volleyball 
Association  championships  begin 
today  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
BYU’s  volleyball  team  will  be  in 
contention  for  the  collegiate 
honors. 

The  Utah  Special  Events  Center 
and  the  Salt  Lake  City  YMCA  are 
serving  as  co-hosts  for  the  event, 
and  teams  will  be  competing  for 
national  laurels  in  open, 
collegiate,  womens,  masters,  and 
YMCA  divisions. 

The  Volleycats  will  go  up 
against  seven  top  college  squads  in 
the  collegiate  division.  The  BYU 
squad  is  coached  by  Pete  Velasco, 
12  time  all  American,  and 
member  of  two  United  States 
Olympic  Teams. 

The  BYU  crew  sports  two 
NAIA  all-American  competitors  in 
Aida  Hidekazu  and  Greg  Jensen. 
Other  team  members  are  Ron 
Larson,  Charles  Brown,  Curt 
Roberts,  Doug  Jarman,  George 
Rosenthal,  Dennis  Jackson,  Dave 
Thompson,  Dean  Jameson,  and 
Steve  Congdon. 

The  Cat  team  has  recorded  first 
place  finishes  in  the  BYU  and  Salt 
Lake  Invitational  tournaments 
thus  far  this  year,  while  tallying 
third  place  in  tourneys  held  in 
Phoenix  and  Denver. 


on  the  strength  of  a 2.75  ERA. 
Oddly  enough,  Jeff  is  also  among 
the  team  leaders  in  batting  with 
six  hits  in  19  at  bats  for  .316 
average. 

The  other  half  of  the  combo, 
junior  Mike  Pfitzer  from 
Scottsdale,  Ariz.,  shows  a 6-3 
record  with  a creditable  63 
strikeouts  in  5 8 1/3  innings 
pitched.  At  the  plate  Mike  shows 
seven  hits  in  22  bats  for  a .318 
batting  average.  He  has  a double, 
triple  and  homerun  among  his 
seven  hits. 

“THESE  two  players  have  really 
been  doing  their  share  for  us  this 
year,”  said  Tuckett.  “They’re 
both  great  competitors  and  eager 
to  win.  They’ll  do  anything  it 
takes  to  get  the  job  done.” 

But  in  getting  the  (job  done, 
each  youngster  approaches  the 
task  in  a manner  all  his  own. 

Dusek,  a 3.4  student  in  the 
classroom,  doesn’t  overpower 
opposing  hitters  with  his  speed. 
He  owns  an  adequate  fastball, 
curve  and  change  of  pace,  but  it  is 
his  amazing  control  that  makes 
him  a winner.  Jeff  has  issued  only 
ten  base  on  balls  in  59  innings 
pitched  this  year.  In  WAC  play, 
Jeff  has  issued  only  three  base  on 
balls  in  the  29  innings  he’s 
pitched. 

“JEFF  is  a smart  player,”  said 
Tuckett.  “He  knows  his 
limitations  on  the  field  and 
pitches  within  his  range.  He  wins 


games  by  throwing  strikes.” 

The  antithesis  to  Dusek’s 
mound  approach,  Mike  Pfitzer 
often  overpowers  the  enemy  with 
sheer  speed.  Against  Washington 
State  he  struck  out  17  batters, 
against  Chapman  he  whiffed  1 1 
and  in  beating  Utah  he  fanned  10 
men. 

“Mike  hasn’t  thrown  as  hard  as 
he’s  capable  of  doing,”  said 
Tuckett.  “He  has  been  bothered 
by  a sore  arm  lately,  but  he 
should  be  healthy  soon.  You  can’t 
keep  him  on  the  bench.” 

THE  COUGARS  are  off  and 
running  in  this  year’s  WAC 
northern  division  race  and 
conference  opponents  have  found 
Dusek  and  Pfitzer  to  be  double 
trouble.  The  duo  has  won  all  five 
WAC  games  for  the  Cougars 

Against  Utah,  Pfitzer  collected 
two  hits,  one  a homerun,  and  held 
the  Utes  at  bay  in  recording  a 5-3 
win.  Dusek  not  only  blanked  the 
Utes  the  next  day,  8-0,  but  also 
collected  three  hits  in  four  at  bats 
and  scored  two  runs. 

In  the  three  game  series  with 
Wyoming,  Dusek  and  Pfitzer 
accounted  for  all  three  victories 
and  continued  their  torrid 
slugging.  Jeff  stymied  the 
Cowboys  in  the  opener,  14-2,  and 
drive  in  two  runs  with  a triple  and 
a sacrifice.  The  next  day  he  came 
in  relief  with  the  score  tied  and 
pitched  three  strong  innings  to 
collect  his  second  win  in  two 
days,  11-7.

Linda  McCarter  also  received 
first  place  in  impromptu  speaking 
while  second  place  in  the  same 
event  went  to  Cheryl  Bailey, 
another  repeat  winner.

At  9 a.m.  there  will  be  a free 
outdoor  movie  on  the  McKay 
quad  and  a free  rock  dance  in  the 
ELWC  Ballroom  featuring  “Peace 
and  Quiet.”  The  ten-stake  dance 
festival  will  begin  at  8:30  in  the 
stadium. 

According  to  Craig  Griffeth, 
next  year’s  vice-president  of 
Student  Community  Relation,  no 
Y-Day  will  be  scheduled  next 
year.  He  said  that  a Y-month, 
probably  March,  would  be 
scheduled  instead. 

Griffeth  cited  the  difficulity  of 


getting  enough  tools,  equipment, 
and  proper  supervision  for  one 
major  service  day  as  the  main 
reason  for  the  planned  change. 

According  to  Rob  Jones, 
current  Student  Community 
Service  vice-president,  Y-month 
has  almost  been  in  effect  this 
year.  He  reported  that  over  70 
groups  have  signed  up  for  service 
projects  with  his  office. 

Jones  said  that  although  a.

others  will  be  done  as  late  as  May

“We  have  been  really  pleased 
with  the  response  of  the 
students,”  said  Jones.

It  could  be  that  Dean  Cameron  left  his  tray  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center.  Or  maybe  he  stole  a flower  from  a 
snack  bar  table.  In  any  case,  he’s  being  prodded  by 
Pearl  Smith,  the  sweetheart  of  Cougareat.  Dean 
Cameron  and  Mrs.  Smith  will  be  only  two  of  the  cast 
of  thousands  in  Thursday’s  faculty  assembly,  which 
in  the  past  has  featured  such  thespians  as  Dean  Lorin 
F.  Wheelwright,  who  ran  rampant  in  the  fieldhouse  in 
a barrel  for  last  year’s  assembly.  Other  stars  of  past 
productions  include  Executive  Vice  President  Ben  E. 
Lewis,  Academics  Vice  President  Robert  K.  Thomas, 
and  faculty  members  Hugh  Nibley,  Cleon  Skousen 
and  Tommy  Hudspeth. 


President  Dallin  H.  Oaks  has 
reported  that  names  of  200 
students  have  been  sent  to  the 
Dean  of  Student  Life  for  possible 
disciplinary  action  for  violating 
BYU’s  dress  and  grooming  code. 

In  a circular  to  faculty  members 
distributed  Monday,  Oaks 
outlined  the  procedure  for  dealing 
with  students  who  don’t  follow 
the  regulations. 

He  said  unkempt  students 
would  be  counseled  by  one  of  a 
60-member  volunteer  faculty 
panel,  the  Campus  Life 
Committee. 

Students  who  persist  in  slovenly 
appearance  will  be  asked  not  to 
register  again  at  BYU,  Oaks  said. 

Lyle  Curtis,  assistant  dean  of 
student  life,  said  the  reasons 
behind  the  committee’s  formation 
were  twofold. 

“There  seems  to  be  a feeling 
among  students  that  (University) 
standards  only  deals  with 
discipline,”  Curtis  said.  He  related 
that  the  Campus  Life  Committee 
will  allow  students  to  “deal  with 
the  faculty  on  a non-disciplinary 
basis.” 

Secondly,  the  committee  will 
involve  the  faculty  members  in 
dress  standards  and  make  them 
feel  responsibility,  too. 

First-time  violators,  Oaks  said, 
would  be  referred  to  counseling. 


Second-time  or  repeated  violators 
of  dress  and  grooming  standards, 
Curtis  said,  would  be  referred  to 
University  Standards. 

If  a violator  does  not  respond  to 
counseling  by  either  the  Campus 
Life  Committee  or  University 
Standards,  Curtis  said  he  faces  the 
prospect  of  being  “counseled  out 
of  school.” 

Curtis  urged  faculty,  staff,  and 
students  to  send  in  names  of 
violators  to  his  office,  329  ELWC, 
BYU  ext.  3111.  The  names  of  the 
students  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
Campus  Life  Committee  and  an 
appointment  will  be  set  up  for  the 
faculty  member  to  discuss  dress 
and  grooming  standards  with  the 
violator.
